Chattanooga, March 24.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The  disappear- 
ance of Miss Augusta Hoffman was 
approached from many angles today 
in the trial of W. H. Bennett and 
his wife Mrs. Mae Bennett, charged 
with the murder of the aged dress- 
maker who was Bennett’s aunt. 

The day was occupied entirely 
with state’s testimony, eleven wit- 
nesses being introduced, these inclu- 
ed relatives of Miss Hoffman and of 
the defendant, W. H. Bennett, de- 
tectives, the former employer of Miss 
Hoffman, former bank official den- 
tist and two physicians. 

Much of the testimony offered dur- 
ing the second day of the trial was 
centered about a plate of false 
teeth found with or near the skele- 
ton, uncovered last summer under 
the house once occupied by the Ben- 
nett family in- Chattanooga. 

Identifies Teeth. 

Mrs, Annie Wrizht, of Richmond, 
Va. and Mrs. Effie W. Buck, of 
Rural Retreat, Va., testified that. 
Miss Hoffman, who was Mrs. Wright's 
aunt, had a plate of false teeth sim- 
ilar to the one in evidence. Mrs. 
Buck was positive in her identifica- 
tion of te teeth shown her, basing her 
intimate knowledge of her great aunt’s 
teeth on a period of weeks in which 
she shared a room-with Miss Hoff- 
man when she was visiting her moth- 
er’s home, : 

Both Mrs. Wright and Mrs. Buck 
were questioned on cross-examination 
as to an “affair” Miss Hoffman had 
with a Pullman conductor. -Mrs. 
Wright recalled that when Miss Hoff- 
man visited her in Richmond in 1911, 
when she was abou. 60 years of age, 
she told the witness on her arrival that 
she had made an engagement with a 
conductor to call on her there an# 
prepared for the visit. The visitor did 
not come Mrs, Wright said. 

History of Family. 

H. A. Parker, nephew of Miss Hoff- 
man, who lives in Memphis, testified 
in detail as to the affairs of the fam- 
ily.

Moscow, March 24.—-( By the Axso- 
ciated Press. )-- ~The soviet covern- 
ment in the distriet court here today 
won @ decision over the Sinclair Con- 
solidated Oil company in its suit for 
the annullment of the oil concessions 
granted the American company on 
the Island of Saghalin, in 1923. The 
court ordered the government re- 
turn to the company 200.000 rubles 
had deposited as security for the car- 
rying out of the terms of the con- 
CeSSIONS.
